stances it was believed that CODgi ess 
would take off the differential duty 
and thus restore commercial hsrmony. 
Mr. Wilson says, however, that any 
steps in that direction

by the senate, where the 


houne bill for free sugar is now 
pending with amendments. The sen- 
ate finance committee in reporting 
back the free sugar bill, struck out the 
entire text of the house bill and insert- 
ed a 40 per cent, ad valorem duty on 
sugars. No reference was made to the 
differential duty of 1-10 duty of one 
cent against countries paying an export 
duty on sugars, so thai the omission to 
mention it is said to have the effect 
ol repealing the differential.

The removal of the eyes for a second 


photographic experiment has not been 
rewarded with success, however.

eyes are covered with a covering which 
prevented discernment of the figure 
seen yfsterday afternoon. 
Various 


chemicals were tried to clear the eyes, 
but failed, and the experiment was 
abandoned. 
Coroner Bowers,

Marsh and Sheriff Jonner said today 
that they would take their oath that 
the figure was plainly visible be'ore 
the eyes were taken from the body. 
The coroner thinks it was a mistake to 
remove the eyes and that if the eyes 
had been undisturbed the photographs 
could easily have been obtained Much 
interest was taken in this experiment, 
and the outcome will be a disappoint- 
ment to many who expected to secure 
a photograph from the eyes, with the 
hope of getting some clue to the mur- 
derer.

Btralors alleged lhat the fact that these 
men had been fined for violating the 
liquor and gaming laws was such an 
oft'i-nse in the eyes of the law as justi- 
fied the commissioners in 
refusing 


them further license to sell liquors. 
Another point made before the board 
was that the laws of Indiana, relating' 
to liquor applications, require 
that 


tho person applying 
for 
a per- 


mit shall come before the 
board 


and 
establish 
his 
fitness 
to 


be given a license, and that this is re- 
quired of him whether there is any re- 
monstrance made against the issuing of 
tho permit or not. This had not been 
done in the cases under consideration— 
in fact, this portion of the law has been 
a dead letter in this county for years. 
The only point inquired into, when 
there was no objection to the granting 
of a license, was the question of noticri; 
if the applicant produced the printer s 
certificate of proper publication, lhat 
was all that has been the custom fore- 
quire of him. 


The retail dealers of Indiana are, 


therefore, greatly interested in the p're- 
liminary battle which has been started 
in this city, and will be interested spec- 
tators, if not actual participants, in the 
case, before a final determination is 
reached 
If the state court holds that 


because a man has been fined for viola- 
tion of the liquor law, that, therefore, 
he is barred from further license ti> sell 
liquor, thero will have to be a new lot 
of men applying for permits, for it is 
a very fortunate and close law-following
